Final action to delay the pro­ 
posed ban on backyard incin­ 
erators for a period of two 
years was taken under advise­ 
ment by the Board of Super­ 
visors at their Tuesday meet­ 
ing.

At the conclusion of a leng­ 
thy hearing, wherein officials 
of many cities of the County 
  including the City of Los 
Angeles   pointed out that it 
would be impossible for their 
cities to set up adequate rub­ 
bish pickup and disposal sys­ 
tems, Chace moved that the 
backyard incinerator ban be 
held iri abeyance for a period 
of two years from the October 
1 date previously adopted.

"It would be a serious mis­ 
take," Chace said, "to put into 
effect a ban on backyard in­ 
cinerators until we are certain 
that there is an adequate alter­ 
nate solution for the complete 
disposal of household combus­ 
tible rubbish.

"I firmly believe," Chace de­

clared, "that eventually the 
backyard incinerators must go, 
but I think at this time the 
Board of Supervisors must be 
realistic. It would be physically 
impossible for us to enforce 
the ban without the whole­ 
hearted cooperation of every 
city within the County.

"The City of Los Angeles 
has indicated that they are pre­ 
pared now to take certain 
steps to pick up the more nox­ 
ious .combustibles contributing 
to air pollution, a/id in addi­ 
tion are setting up a pilot plan 
for complete rubbish pickup 
which they believe will pave 
the way for such service on   
city-wide basis.

Chace further stated that
